Is. Investigating, 


Procuring Evidence That California 
Congressman Advocated Pur- 
chase of a Device for Show- 
ing Time of Collection 
of Mail. 


Washington, June 22.—The Post tomor- 
row will say that among the matters 
which Fourth Assistant Postmaster Gen- 
eral Bristow is investigating is the pur- 
chase from a California company, the 
Postal Device and Improvement Company, 
of some 17,000 devices for indicating the 
hours of collection of mail. The invention 
is that of thé postmaster at San Fran- 
cisco, it is said. 

It is also said that 7,000 of these de- 
vices originally were ordered at a cost 
of $4 or more each, or a profit of 100 per 
cent on the cost, and the allegation is 
made that a further order for 10,000 was 
placed, notwithstanding the original. 7,000 
devices were not used, but were reposing 
in a store house. 

The company controlling the avian was 
largely made up of California postal em- 
ployeeg and The Post will say that it is 
informed that . former Representative 
Loud, formerly chairman of the house 
postoffice committee, took gn active part 
in their behalf and wrote several let- 
ters urging the device in the department, 
and in one of them said it would be an 
accommodation to him if the matter were 
attended to. 

After the company had difficulty in 
securing its money for the device, Mr. 
Loud, The Post wil] say, appeared at the 
department in its behalf, but specificaliy 
disclaimed any interest in the company 
other than that it was composed of his 
constituents. He took the ground that 
whether the necessity or lack of neces- 
sity for the device, constituents of his had 
secured the contract and furnished the 
articles called for. Therefore, he believed 
they should be paid, as the government 
had stipulated to pay them. 

During his recent visit to Washington, 
Mr. Loud, on certain of his visits to the 
department, took up some of these unpaid 
bills, making it plain, however, that he 
appeared only in behalf of his tu- 
ents and not as one financially intorest- 
ed in the company. 
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In ay, that $45,000 of the deficiency of 
$105,000" in the free delivery service with 
which Mr. Machen is charged, was due 
to purcha#es of the device in question, 
but at the postoffice department this was 
denied and the statement made that the 
matter was under investigation. 

Complaints also had been made, it was 
said, that, at the instance of Mr. Loud, 
the rolls at the Presidio had been padded 
with postal employees, but at the post- 
office department they were without any 
knowledge of such a thing, one way or 
the other.

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POSTMASTERS MAKE REPORTS. 


Wiil Make Known Conditions in Re- 
spective Offices. 

Washington, June 22.— The postoffice de- 
partment will make public in the near fu- 
ture a general statement summarizing the 
conditions in the offices of cashier, finanee 
clerk, etc., at the varous postoffices. The 
postmasters at all first-class postoffices in 
the country, numbering about 230; have 
been directed to make reports on the sub- 
ject. The report of Postmaster Van Cott, 
of New York, has been received, but wiii 
not be made public until the rest are in. 

Mr. Vancott’s report, it is stated, shows 
no evidence of irregularities. 

Postmaster General Payne said today 
that no charges whatever have been 
filed against the offices of the second and 
third assistant postmasters general, and 
that therefore a sweeping investigation 
of those offices is not contemplated. This 
statement excepts charges brought by cer- 
tain employees of the mall bag repair 
shop against the administration of that 
shop, the reply to which by Second As- 
sistant Postmaster General Shalienberger 
has been.in the hands of Postmaster 
General Payne for weeks.

Jackson, Miss., June 2.— (Special.) —A 
sensation was created in state prison cir- 
cles today by the published declaration 
of a guard named Neil] McLeod, who has 
been employed on the Rankin éonvict 
farm, that the killing of a convict, Dan 
Crockett, on June 3 by. a trusty convict 
named Horace Wallace, was wholly un- 
justifiable. 0 

McLeod states that Crockett was killed 
because he had told members of the board 
of control that the convicts of the farms 
were being horribly treated and that the 
food they were furnished was not . fit 
for a human being to eat. 

He says that on the morning of the 
killing Crockett was called out to be 
whipped for his story to the prison of- 
clals and the whipping was to be admin- 
istered by the celebra“ ad convict. and ex- 
press robber, Brooks Story. Crockett de- 
clared he would not be whipped by such 
a thief as Story, whereupon the latter 
struck him three times with a murderous 
looking knife, and Joe Strong, the as- 
sistant manager, attacked him with the 
butt of a whip. Horace Wallace took a 
hand in the matter at this juncture and 
killed Crockett with a double barrelled 
shotgun. 

Crockett, it is ascertained, told Com- 
missioner Kincannon that a lot of the 
food intended for the convicts was 
sent. to a Brandon hotel and many of 
them were half starved. Governor Lon- 
gino has ordered a complete probing of 
the entire matter. 


CHILD'S TRIAL FOR MURDER. 


An Eight-Year-Old Joplin, Mo., Boy

curiosity, but once in the mob they be- 

came inflamed with the spirit pervading 

the throng and then actively joined it. 
The real leaders were few in numbers, 


but they did their work well. It was af- 


ter 10 o'clock. wh march to the 
work Rouse, a lle * was taken up. 
The chief warden*of the work house and 
his guards, who have been on almost con- 
stant duty since the negro was landed in 
the prison, had been warned of the com- 
ing of the mob and prepared to defend the 
man at all costs. 

Armed with pistols, shotguns and other 
weapons, the mob soon reached the jail. 

A battery of railroad ties soon carried 
away the great outer door of the work 
house. What was going on inside the 
lockup was not known to the mob, nor 
did it seem to care. The second, third 
and féurth doors were battered down 
by the forward leaders in the attacking 
party amid the yells and cheers of those 
who Were pressing forward from the rear. 

Four Members of Mob Shot. 

Then the would-be lynchers were mo- 
mentarily halted by a hail of bullets from 
the inside. A great howl went up from 
the leaders, but they were pressed for- 
ward by those in the rear, More shots 
were fired and there was a scramble to 
get out, but the braver ones in .the at- 
tacking party stood their ground. In 
the fusillade that followed four persons 
fell. alt members of the mob. They were 
quickly carried to the rear and attended 
by those who were not brave enough to 
be at the front. Three of the wounded 
were men ahd the other was a boy. None 
of them in the confusion couid be identi- 
ned except the boy, who is said to be 
Peter Smith, aged 17 years. 

It was evident that the warden did not 
wish to slaughter the mob in the prison 
corridér, so he directed that the fire hose 
be turned on the crowd. This also held 
the mob for a time, but not for long. A 
general rush was made, the guards were 
brushed aside, and a man hunt in the 
jall was made for the negro. 

There are many negroes confined in 
the prison, but with the aid of a man 
who knew White he was quickly found. 
The cell doors were quickly battered 
open and the cowering accused man, beg- 
ging for mercy, -was dragged from the 
cell and. the prison. When the crowd 
outside, heard that success had crowned 


the efforts of the lynchers a great cheer 


was set up. Attempts were made to 
shoot White on the spot, but the leaders 
of the crowd would have nothing but 
his life at the stake. Resistance on the 
part. of the negro was set up, but his 
hands wereg bound behind him. Then the 
march to the place of execution, just as 
though. it were a march to the gallows 
in a prison, Was taken up.

Canyon City. Colo., June 22.—Kirch 
Kuykéndall, a conviet at the state peni- 
tentiary, was shot and killed when al- 
tempting to escape with five other des- 
perate prisoners. 

As Dr. T. Paller and the hospital stew- 
ard were making the morning round, 


the doctor prepared to make an examina- 
tion. The prisoner drew a bottle sup- 
posed to be nitro-glycerine and ordered 
the two men to throw up their hands. 
They did so. Kuykendall and five other 
Gonvicts then overpowered Cell House 
Keeper Cleghorn and Steward John 
Keefe. The four prison officials thus 
made prisoners were stripped of their 
clothing, which the convicts put on. Tak- 
ing the doctor and the steward with them 
the mutineers passed toward the gates. 

On the way they captured Warden 
John C. Cieghorn's wife and forced her 
to go along, using her as a shield to 
prevent the guards from firing at then. 
The inner and outer gates were blown 
off their hinges with dynamite, which 
the convicts had secured, but an attempt 
to force the armory was foiled. 
Meantime Warden Cleghorn had arrived 
from town, and, collecting guards, or- 
dered them to shoot the fugitives when- 
ever an opportunity presented itself to 
do so without injuring Mrs. Cleghorn. 
Holding knives over the woman's head, 
the mutineers shouted that they would 
kilt her if the guards fired. Mrs. Cleg- 
horn fainted and the convicts then took 
to their heels, pursued by the guards. 

Kuykendall was killed by Yardmaster 
John Clark after shouting: 

“I'll never be taken alive; I'll not go 
back to that hell.“

Kentucky and Tennessee Farmers

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Washington. June 4. —<(Special.)— 
Enough immigrants arrived in the United 
States in the eleven months ending May 
31 to make two cities as large as Boston, 
Mass., and Newark, N. J., were when the 
census of 1900 was taken and have 24,822 
left over. The total number of fmmi- 
grants arriving in the eleven months, as 
shown by the detailed statistics just pre- 
pared by the bureau of immigration in- 
cluding May, was 768,2%. The total ar- 
rivals in May were 137,514, an increase of 
1f,232 over April, which broke all previous 
records up to that time. The large in- 
flux of tmmigration in May makes it cer- 
tain that the total for the fiscal year 
will not only break all previous records 
but that it will probably be from 80,000 to 
106,000 in excess of the largest previous 
record—that fer the fiscal year ending 
June 30, 1882, when the total immigration 
was 788.992. 

The returns for May show that Italy, 
including Sicily and Sardinia, continues 
to lead all other countries in the number 
of immigrants sent to the United States, 
the number being 37,788, an increase of 
875 over May last year. For the eleven 
months the immigration from Italy 
amounted to 208,742, an increase of .- 
966, or 31 per cent, over the correspond- 
ing period last.year. The Italians arriv- 
ing during May constituted 29 per cent 
of the total immigration for the month 
and 28 per cent of the total imm:grants 
arriving during the eleven months were 
Italians. 

Austria-Hungary comes second in the 
number of immigrants for May and for 
the eleven months, with 32,709 for May, 
an increase of 7,709 over May, 1902, and 
180,840 for the eleven months, 
ar intrease of 25,509 over last year. Third 
on tbe list in point is the Russian em- 
pire with 17,897 immigrants for May, an 
increase of 3,649.over May last year, and 
115,699 for the eleven months, an increase 
of 24,784 over last year. Sweden sent 
9.608 immigrants in May, an increase of 
3.712 over last year and 40,676 in the eleven 
months, an increase of 14,048 over 
last year. The German empire sent 
6,440 immigrants in May, an increase of 
2,059 over last year and 35,946 in the 
eleven months, an increase of 10,675 over 
last year. 

The figures show that the three coun- 
tries of Italy, Austria-Hungary and Rus- 
sia are furnishing considerably over one- 
half the total immigration to the Unjted 
States. In the month of May the immi- 
giants from those three countries num- 
bered 88,344, or a fraction less than 6

The rapid increase in immigration from 
Great Britain and Ireland which has 
marked the statistics for some months 
past is still going on. The total immigra- 
tion from the United Kingdom for May, 
7905. amounted to 14,689, against 8,981 in 
May, 1902, an increase of 5,708, or 63 fer 
cent. In the eleven months the immigra- 
tion from the United Kingdgm amounted 
to 61,219, against 41,691 for the correspond- 
1 period last year, an increase of 19,523, 

r 47 per cent. The figures for England 
i still mare striking. -The immigrants 
from that country in May numbered 4,520, 
against but 1,481 in May last year, mak- 
ing an increase of 3,038, or 2065 per cent. 
The number of English immigrants in the 
(lever months was 22,774, against 12,19 
for the same period last year, showinz 
an increase of 10,579, or 87 per cent. 
Though the immigration from England 1s 
much smaller than. that from many. other 
countries, it is increasing at a much more 
rapid rate than that from any country 
from which any considerable number of 
immigrants arrive. 

The statistics of immigration from Ja- 
dan are of special interest in view of the 
recent report of Commissioner of Labor 
Wright, in which the opinion is expreszod 
that the Hawaiian islands are rapidly 
becoming Japanese. ne immigrants 
‘rom Japan during May, most of whom 
went to Hawali, numbered 2,199, an in- 
crease of 347 over may last vear. During 
the eleven months they numbered 18,610, 
an increase of 6,552 qver last year. Com- 
ed attention to ths 
fact that the Jg@panese are showing a dis- 
position to settle in the Hawalian islands 
ana establish their families there. He 
also directed attention to the increase in 
the number. of Japanese women arriving 
in the islands. The statistics by sexes 
for May are not yet avallable, but during 
the ten months ending April 30 the Japa- 
nese female immigrants numbered 3,700 
to 12.720 males. In the corresponding ten 
months of last year the Japanese females 
coming into the United States numbered 
2.547 to 7,678 males, an increase of 1,153 
in the number of females.

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United States Russia furnishes more 
than one-half—64 per cent. Austria- 
Hungary furnishes 3 per cent; Roumania

of The State, stated in affidavits that the 
Columbia papers had conspicuously an 
carefully refrained from inflammatory de- 
nunciations of the defendant. These as 
sertions were backed by statements from 
bank presidents, Jawyers, physicians, col 
lege profesors, merchants and men in al 
lines of business, including many citizens 
of the county outside of Columbia, 

The reading of these was not cbinchubed 
when court adjourned until tomorrow 
morning.

Yazoo City To Run Its Own Water 
Works Plant. 

Yazoo City, Miss.. June 22 .— (Special, )— 
Mayor Luke and City Clerk Pousine a 
few days ago signed and placed the city 
seal on all of the bonds recently issued 
by this city for the purpose of installing 
new water works, sewerage and electric 
light plants. 

There were three hundred and fifty 
bonds of the value of $500 each—$175,000 in 
all.

It is semi-offictally stated that Colonel 
Mitschich, who was gazetted Sunday as 
commandant of the military district of 
Belgrade, is not the chief conspirator, 
but the latter’s brother. 

While at Geneva King Peter addressed 
communications to the federal council 
and the Geneva municipality thanking 
them for their good will during his long 
residence in Switzerland. The authorities 
replied by tendering their best wishes 
for Peter of Servia.”’ 

The position of the ministry is becom- 
ing daily more unenviable in consequence 
of the Russian and Austrian demands 
tor the punishment of the assassins of 
King Alexander and Queen Draga. The 
terms of the Russian note almost caused 
a panic among the ministers, who are 
anxiously awaiting the arrival of King 
Peter to extricate them from their di- 
lemma.

A Note on Negroes and Justice. 

There is something wearisome and 
disgusting in the “damnable itera- 
tion” from northern sources that the 
negroes do not get justice in the courts 
of the south! 

Suppose we say here and now that 
they do not—and take a couple of re- 
cent incidents to back up our con- 
fession! 

A few days ago a negro in this city 
fimflammed a national bank out of 
over $600 by a paying teller’s error in 
handling a couple of checks. Because 
of tae negro’s previous good charac- 
ter, although he confessed his theft 
and returned the larger part of the 
money, no prosecutor appeared 
against him and he went free and un- 
whipped of justice! We would like a 
northern instance to match this. case 
of injustice to the negro. 

In Texas the supreme court has just 
reversed a verdict of death passed 
upon a young negro who was clearly 
convicted of a criminal assault upon 
a young white girl. It appeared that 
he was under 17 years of age and the 
law forbids the hanging of a person 
under that age. Consequently, al- 
though his guilt was plain as the sun 
at noon and the penalty for his crime 
is death, he goes free of that penalty! 

With these cases at hand we do not 
think our assertion can be denied— 
that negroes often do not “get justice” 
in southern courts before white 
judges!

| baggage is that of company E. of the 
Sixteerth United States infantry, which 
starts today for Camp Northen to give 4 
few object lessons to the Georgia boys oc 
the way things are done in the regular 
army. 

This matter of sending men of the regu- 
lar army to state encampments is the pol- 


that of President Roosevelt and Secretary 
of War Elihu Root particularly. It is 
also their further policy that in the near 


| future the troops from several of the 


states will be mobilized in one big en- 
campment with an appropriation to aid 
in the transportation and expenses of the 
same as provided for in the Diek bill. 

In the matter of the Georgia troops this 
encampment will probably be at Chicka- 
mauga park, together with troops from 
the surrounding states, and it is quite 
possible that this may be brought about 
next year. The advantages of such a 
camp afe obvious. The large number of 
troops mobilized will permit of drilling in 
the matter of military tactics, where regi- 
ment and brigade maneuvers are required 
that cannot possibly be carried out in 
state encampments, where comparatively 
only a few men are brought together. 
Under the provisions of this same Dill 
there will be a large body of regulars de- 
tailed to take part in the military work of 
the big camp, and everything will be 
done to make it conform as nearly as 
possible with the requirements of the 
tactics used in actual warfare. 

Company E, of the Sixgeenth, will go 
into camp as an independent attachment, 
under the command of Captain Bennett, 
with Lieutenants Lynch and Soleliac as 
his associate officers. The object lessons 
of these regulars will include company 
drills, and it is quite probable that picked 
men will be detailed as instructors in the 
matter of training some of the new re- 
cruits in the way that they should go. 
But perhaps the most efficient and prac- 
tical work of the detail from Fort Mc- 
Pherson wil: be in the matter of instruc- 
tion as to the proper use of the rifle. It 
is intended that both non missi 
officers and some of the enlisted men will 
mingle with Georgia boys of thé different 
commands, and show them by practical 
demonstration the workings of the army 
rifle, taking it to pieces, putting it to- 
gether and explaining some of the fine 
points in the mechanism of the guns. 

This detail of company E goes to Griffin 
at the invitation of Governor Terrell, who 
made the request of Colonel Price, in com- 
mand of the Sixteenth. It is probable 
that similar details will be made to other 
encainpments of the Georgia troops.

“To this .I replied by saying that I 
had been forty vers an officer in the 
army, and felt that I knew best what 
was for the good of the men in my 
command. I will tell you frankly that 
I had much rather have the men play- 
ing an innocent game of baseball out 
here, and the rest of them interested 
spectators, than somewhere down town 
in places that would be really detrimen- 


tal. 


It has been said that there has been 
rowdyism and the use of profane lan- 
guage at these games. This is not so. 
More than that, it will never be so while 
the men are under my command. There 
is a guard detailed at every game, and 
the captain of the team has instructions 
that anything bordering on the boister- 
ous would not be tolerated. The members 
of the visiting teams know this, and as 
a consequence the games are played as 
quietly as possible. 

“Yesterday, as an instance, I was sit- 
ting here in my home with all of the 
doors and windows open writing. I 
heard no sound whatever and concluded 
that for some reason the game scheduled 
for Sunday had been pestponed. Later 
I went out on the porch and there on

New York, June 22.—The cotton market 
opened steady at unchanged prices to an 
advance of 4 points, and while during the 
eession there were occasional reaction, 
the market generally ruled firm with 
values displaying a distinctly upward 
tendency, the close being steady at a net 
gain of 9@25 points. Total sales futures 
were estimated at 300,000 bales. 

The initial advance was under covering, 
due to the unfavorable turn in the weath- 
er throughout the south. The English 
cables were somewhat under expectations 
and receipts for the day were fair, but 
these factors had little influence com- 
pared with the unfavorable crop reports 
and there was also renewed talk of a 
equeeze in the summer months following 
fresh supportin orders from New Or- 
leans and a report that 960 bales of cot- 
ton had been shipped out of New 
York stock to the southern markets. Just 
before midday there was a recession un- 
der profit-taking, but the market almost 
immediately rellied and continwed strong 
until just before the close, when room 
realizing eased the list off om the top. 


Review of the New Orleans Market. 


New Orleans. June 22.—There was little 
doing in the spot cotton market. Not 
only were the sample rooms deserted for 
want of offerings, but also on account of 
the cloudy weather, which prevented sat- 
isfactory inspection. Sales 150 bales. Quo- 
tations unchanged. 

Futures at the opening were 2 to 5 
points above Saturday's closing. The 
market was very sensitive at the first 
call, but the trend of prices was upward. 
The bulls only had to use a little aggres- 
giveness to send prices up. In fact, prom- 
nent bulls claimed that the market was 
bulling itself. The weather map showed 
much rain and in addition temperatures 
were none too high. The net gains of 
the day were 20 points on June, July 1, 
August 2, September 29 and the more 
distant months 9 to 12 points.

Vi heat opened strong on unfavorable re- 
ports from the southwest showing that 
the returns from the threshers were 
rather disappointing on heavy rains in 
that section of the country, coupled with 
the continued lack of precipitation in the 
northwest, where rains are much needed. 
July was up 1-4@3-8c to 3-8@1-2c, at 77@ 
77 1-8c, while September was 143-80 to 
1265-80 higher at 75 1-4@75 1-2c. Cables 
wore easier, however, and with foreign 
news and large shipments the market 
held about steady the first half of the 
session around the opening figures. Dur- 
ing the latter part of the day the market 
turred extremely strong, helped by the 
big decrease in the visible supply and by 
the strength in outside markets, and 
there was an active demand from com- 
mission houses and pit traders which re- 
sulted in July selling up to 78 1-2c, and 
September to 76 1-4.

state cxamination and prepare themselves 
before the Z7th instant, so on that day 
they won't have anything to do but knocx 
it through. 1 find that the ringleaders 
are preachers, who are also teachers, and 
one tall yellow man, I did not have time 
to seek the whole secret of their plot, as 
it was near train time. The men men- 
tioned are the leaders, as they were de- 
scribed to me. I find that some of the 
teachers of each county were not taking 
a part in such a dishonest trick; so if 
you want to have an honest examination 
in the three counties, you will have to 
prepare another set af questions for the 
counties mentioned. 1 find ff. in case they 
do not get the questions, they will have 
some one to stay out during the exam- 
ination and slip questions to them and 
have the books to get out the answers 
and then sent to some of the teachers 
by some one passing in and out. It is 
only a part of the teachers engaged in
